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■ SAT NAV OR NO SENSE: HGVs ignoring road clo¬ 
sure signs 

'Road closed' 
means exactly 
that says North 
Street resident 


NORTH Street residents in Crewkeme are once again 
fearful of accidents as the current road closure is being 
ignored by drivers. 

Utility works commenced on Monday, September 
19th, at the junction of Abbey Street and Market 
Square, requiring the closure of North Street after 
Broadshard and redirection of traffic from the A356 
via Ashlands Road to join the A30. 

With no visual signs of works at that end of the clo¬ 
sure, traffic, particularly large lorries, were continuing 
down North Street toward Market Square, only to find 
no way through at the bottom and were then forced to 
reverse. 

Sarah Langdon, who runs Crewkeme Taxis in North 
Street, witnessed some dangerous manoeuvres on the 
first day of the closure, which could continue for sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

Commenting on Tuesday, she said: “As of yesterday 
the road was closed so that work could begin. All day 
yesterday cars and lorries came down North Street al¬ 
though there were signs saying ‘road closed’. 

“My concern is the fact that the lorries are having to 
reverse a fair way back up the road towards the pri¬ 
mary school to be able to turn around. I’ve phoned the 
company and voiced my concerns and was told that 
new signs would be put up. 

“Last night someone moved the bollards and signs 
so traffic could get through and at 3.30am this morn¬ 
ing, I heard two lorries come round that comer at the 
bottom of North Street to come up the road, bouncing 
off the pavement so loudly that I thought one had hit 
the building. 

“At 4.30pm this afternoon another lorry came down 
North Street and this hasn’t been the first. Twice today 
the workman have moved bollards so that two foreign 
lorries could go down through and several lorries have 
reversed poorly back to Tannery Court, opposite the 
school, throughout the day.”

A YOUTH worker of 28 years, Pete May is passionate about the positive energy 
of young people and, together with his team of adult leaders and young vol¬ 
unteers, is working to fill the void left within local communities, due to policy 
changes and cutbacks in youth provision. 

Originally from Frome, Pete moved to Chard in 1989 while he studied for his 
diploma in youth and community work. He worked for local authorities for 12 
years followed by a number of local and national charities and when funding 
came to an end decided to form his own community interest company Active 
Learning and Skills. 

Since then he has recruited 35 youth volunteers who run nine weekly youth 
club sessions for different age groups in Chard, Crewkerne, llminster and South 
Petherton.The emphasis is that the activities are very much youth led, with the 
qualified adult leaders guiding and advising, giving the older young volunteers 
a sense of responsibility and control, working with the younger children, and 
the backup they need to follow through. This type of youth provision has been 
well received by local councils and is growing in popularity with the young peo¬ 
ple and parents. The newest sessions started last week, with Friday Funtime in 
Crewkerne at West One 6.30pm-8.30pm school years three -six and Mega Mon¬ 
day at lie Youth Centre llminster for year seven-eight. 


•WHAT do you like most about work¬ 
ing with young people? 

I love their energy and "can do" ap¬ 
proach. They haven't been ground down 
by years of beaurocracy and negativity. 
Yes there are cynical young people but 
there are plenty with positive energy 
and once they see they are making a dif¬ 
ference with positive results, it breeds 
confidence and a desire to do more. My 
favourite phrase is young people being 
part of the solution not the problem. 

• WHAT do you like about this area? 

I have lived in several different places 
around, but I love this area, I think it's the 
best part of the world. I love that fact 
that it is all small communities, not a big 
impersonal urban sprawl.There is lovely 
countryside and generally good facilities 
and the local politicians are local, you 
can bump into them in the supermarket. 

• IF you could ask for anything for the 
young people,what would it be? 

What is really needed is for local groups 
and communities to back young people 
and work with them. South Petherton 
Parish Council has achieved a great deal 
at the recreation ground by asking them 
what they wanted before going ahead. 
It's not really about facilities, it's about 
the approach and those in power have 
to trust the young. 

• WHEN you hear that classic phrase 
"nothing to do" what is your reply? 

There are a number of responses but ba¬ 
sically I say there things to do but you 
have got to be willing to get off your 
backside and make it happen. Without 
my 30-35 young volunteers we wouldn't 
have half the activities we do, like water 
fights in the rec during the summer 
break and barbecues. 

• HOW did you become a youth 
leader? 

When I started going to youth club my¬ 
self it was to join a five a side team, I did¬ 
n't know much about youth club but 
once I was there I enjoyed the relaxed at¬ 
mosphere and somewhere warm to 
hang out in the winter with other peo¬ 
ple. When I hit a difficult teenage patch 
there was a youth worker there to help 
me stay on the straight and narrow and 
that's when I realised there was more to 
youth club than just activities. 

• IF you were alone on a desert island 
what three things would you want? 


My first thought is my family but if I was 
alone then I would want my Blackberry, 
I have only had it six months and it has 
become invaluable to me. I would want 
books, fiction thriller and crime and 
some decent cooking stuff. 

• DO you like to cook? 

I have got more into cooking recently, 
partly because we do it with the young 
people -1 love spicy food. Cooking is one 
of our most popular activities, it amazes 
me how many in their teens can't go be¬ 
yond baked beans. Some of them even 
ask for a container so they can take some 
home and show their mum what they 
made and one lad went home and 
cooked for his family. 

• DOES it annoy you the amount of 
negative images of young people? 
Unfortunately the fact that I have young 
people putting in 400-500 hours a 
month voluntary time over nine 
evenings doesn't grab the headlines, be¬ 
cause they are quietly working away, 
getting on with it. Riots, petty vandalism 
and stuff like that does. For every vandal 
and graffiti artist I could find you at least 
two young people doing positive things 
for community development. 

• WHO would you most like to meet? 
I would love to meet Nelson Mandela, 
after what he went through, to come out 
and do what he did in the way that he 
did it for South Africa was amazing. That 
whole truth and reconciliation process, I 
think if I had been locked up that long 
and come out, I would have been a bit 
more angry than that. 

• WOULD you like to time travel 
backwards? 

I'd love to go to the twenties and thirties, 
I'm a big fan of the whole Art Deco 
movement. I love the sound of the music 
with those big old radio mics and the big 
band sounds, the singers in dinner jack- 
etc. I just love that whole period. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I have a lot less spare time that I used to 
but I do love to barbecue, whether it's for 
the family or having people over, I just 
think it's a wonderful way to spend time 
I do like a range of sports and still play 
football when I can. I love to read, I really 
enjoy the chance to take my head some¬ 
where else for a while.

Old glories revived 


ON September 11th St John's Church Wellington 
hosted the latest in the series of landmark concerts 
by Blackdowns Early Music Projects. A group of ex¬ 
pert singers drawn from the UK and Europe, accom¬ 
panied by an ensemble of strings, chamber organ 
and three sackbuts (early trombones) offered a var¬ 
ied and fascinating programme, 'Out Of Saxony' 
showing how Italian musical innovations influenced 
composers in 17th-century Germany. The inspira¬ 
tional Director was Robert Hollingworth, whose pro¬ 
fessional ensemble 'I Fagiolini' recently had a CD 
listed in the pop, as well as the classical, charts.That 
speaks volumes about the accessibility and con¬ 
temporary appeal of'Early'Music. 

The immediacy and direct emotional impact of this 
music was amply demonstrated by Sunday's skilfully 
constructed programme. The first part consisted of 
mainly sacred choral and instrumental pieces by 
Schutz, Schein and Scheidt (as Robert Hollingworth 
remarked,' they sound like a firm of 17th century 
lawyers!'). As the informative programme notes 
made clear, this trio of near-contemporaries, born in 
the 1580s, were able to absorb the emerging 
Baroque style and adapt it to local circumstances, 


while living through the ravages of the Thirty Years 
War which retarded German civilisation by decades. 
Both the sufferings of the time, and the enduring 
passionate adherence to religious faith, find elo¬ 
quent expression in intricate and expressive music 
which was convincingly interpreted by the eager 
and attentive singers and players. 

The second part of the programme moved forward 
two generations, to the end of the 17th century. In 
music by Geist and Kerll the Italian influence showed 
itself in extended virtuoso solo passages for singers 
and instrumentalists. St John's proved itself the ideal 
venue for this music, with separate galleries accom¬ 
modating soloists and even entire choirs! 

Blackdowns Early Music Projects have a reputation 
for devising coherent, instructive programmes of 
lesser-known repertoire which are as rewarding and 
enjoyable to listen to as they are to perform. All 
credit is due to the musicians, who put the concert 
together over three hard-working days, and to the 
organisers, Catherine and Geoffrey Bass. Music- 
lovers will look forward to the next offering,'ll Pastor 
Fido - The Faithful Shepherd', at All Saints Church, 
Culmstock on October 2nd at 6.30 pm.

AS well as affecting the structural integrity of a 
building, untreated damp problems have the poten¬ 
tial to cause serious health issues to home occu¬ 
piers. 

Damp problems are usually associated with mois¬ 
ture penetrating interior and exterior walls and even 
floors.

Glovers In Focus

Controversial goal masks Glovers shortcomings 


THE GLOVERS were involved in another con¬ 
troversial goal incident similar to the one 
that made the national news back in 2004 
when Lee Johnson scored when returning 
the ball back to Plymouth Argyle after a stop¬ 
page for an injury. 

That time manager Gary Johnson ordered 
his team to allow the Pilgrims to walk 
through direct from the restart to cancel out 
the goal. 

Current manager Terry Skiverton was not 
so generous on Saturday against Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

I am not so sure whether Luke Ayling just 
underestimated the strength of his volleyed 
return from the uncontested drop ball, or in¬ 
deed he meant to under hit it, but it saw 
Owls' captain Rob Jones chasing the ball 
back towards his own goal followed by a ha¬ 
rassing Kieran Agard. 

Visiting keeper Richard O'Donnell alert to 
the situation decided to race from goal to 
kick clear but only succeeded in colliding 
with his unsuspecting skipper just as Jones 
headed the ball back towards him allowing 
Agard to run the ball into an empty net. 


The referee had no option but to award the 
goal, a decision which had the whole of the 
visiting side crowding him complaining. 

During this time several players also re¬ 
monstrated with Skiverton and his team, 
with James O'Connor particularly vitriolic; 
reasoning why the Glovers boss decided not 
to'play ball'with their pleas to allow them a 
walk-in equaliser on the grounds that 
Agard's aggression had induced the situa¬ 
tion. 

At the end of the day however there were 
no complaints about the result. Wednesday 
like their fellow Sheffield neighbours United 
were a big, powerful outfit and simply out- 
muscled Yeovil; all three goals the results of 
headers. 

Unfortunately the crowd for Saturday's 
game was disappointing with just under 
4,500 spectators for one of the most attrac¬ 
tive matches in the calendar. 

This would not have been helped by the 
fact that the Owls were stuffed 5-1 midweek 
by Stevenage Borough and their take up of 
tickets behind the Copse Road End looked to 
be about half of last year's crowd, although I 


noticed the rather large man who spent the 
whole match bare chested was there again! 

However the poor attendance is following 
a trend that began at the end of last year. 

The economic situation I am sure is not 
helping but some of the dismal displays I 
think must be keeping some away. 

Incidentally I would be interested to know 
how the club arrive at the attendance fig¬ 
ures, as many around me are baffled at the 
official number. Do they include all the sea¬ 
son ticket holders regardless of whether they 
attend or not? 

We were all particularly amazed at the offi¬ 
cial attendance of 3,134 for the Wycombe 
Wanderers match, it looked more like 2,500 
to most of us. 

I've mentioned before that in my opinion 
Skiverton could do with an older, wiser head 
to help him at the moment as he tries to find 
his feet in management. 

What about Peter Reid? I know many will 
say his track record of just one point from 
nine games at Plymouth Argyle this season 
before being sacked at the weekend speaks 
for itself, and that I must be stupid to suggest 


it. 

However Reid has had to cope with the 
problems of the club being in administra¬ 
tion, the players unpaid, demoralised and 
fruitlessly doing their hapless best whilst re¬ 
maining loyal, honest and dedicated. He has 
even been generous by auctioning his FA 
Cup runners-up medal to help the club pay 
bills. 

With results such as they have been maybe 
it is no wonder he has been sacked, but 
could anybody have done better in the cir¬ 
cumstances? 

What he still has though is managerial ex¬ 
perience at a far higher level than Yeovil. He 
managed Manchester City to fifth spot in 
successive seasons in the early 90s, finishing 
one place above neighbours United in the 
first of those, and the twice managed Sun¬ 
derland to promotion to the Premier League, 
finishing seventh in both seasons after pro¬ 
motion. 

An England international his pedigree is 
first class, so why not take advantage of him 
if he is available, even if it is only between 
jobs?
